Dear Mr. Davis, 

Amy has just gone home to have some dental work done. She's be back for, a day 
next week.

I'm sure the records in question all relate to ffarlos ‘■'arcello. Waaserman and 
I had had some correspondence about hi® relating to who employed David Ferrie. Perrie 
did not work for Marcello. He had worked with and for G. Wray ^^ill. Gill recommended 
that Perrie be used as an investigator in the immigration case and Wasserman then told 
Gill to use him.. Perrie was employed by one or the other or both lawyers. 

I 'll, explain the Deiioach operation I referred to. Tom Bishop worked under him 
and R.E.Wick was !1Number One man under DeLoach, "f rom a note I found. I don?H: recall ■ 
whether M. A. Jones, as I recall the initials, worked directly under Bishop or under 
De Loach. The euphemism "Crime Records" was the t:^le of the DeLoach lobbying, ng 

and propaganda operation and it extended to editing books and articles and providing 
information to au-^rs the FBI liked or used. Until recently the FBI refused to disclose 
any of those recoi^ to me on the spurious ground that they were "research matters" onjy. 
his is the title of Pile Cleissification 94, where much of the DeLoach/Bishop stuff 
was fided. It was much more inclusive, of course. It does include what must be a very 
large collection of files on the media, all elements, all levels. I finally tumbled 
to this from cross-references in the right margin of records and once the FBI realize 
that this informtion was omitted in xerixing for me.

That the M or Not Recorded memo was from Jones to Wick seems to indicate that 
he was under Wick but I don't know now. NR was used to identify records that were 
not "recorded" or the indexed copies. When one is indexed it is related to the 
record before or after it in that file, with the number of records in between 
indicated. 

1 am inclined to t h i nk now that what I game Wasserman was in my subject file. 

If so it should have been included in what we copied from it for you if I filed it 
under "Marcello," which appears to be logical. I wonder if this business referred to 
a soufce I believe was named Bender and I'm certain was an FBI informer. I don't 
reXall whether I have a subject file on him. Those I refer to as "the House assassins" 
because they were assassinating truth had an interest in the story he was telling, I'm 
of the belief that '^eorge -Gardner sort of punctured that ba]fcon in a Post story but 
again I'm not certain now. 

This FBI prop a g an da operation was least on books and mostly on newspapers and 
magazines and those writing for either. As of 6/2/67 it could have been related to 
Garrison or writing about him. It may not be him bu^'^^elan's name comes to mind. I 
think the time is consistent with his Saturday Evening Post piece. 

The file from which the records come is the assassination file, I was then only 
part way through the Oswald file, 100-82555 at HQ. This was interrupted by other work 
and the surgery the complications from which severely limited what I am able to do. I 
believe that if I later saw any related records I would have made copies for subject 
filing at the least. This is not because I had any interest in MarcUo as an assassin, 
because I didn't and do not. It was because I knew of the interest of others and be- 
cause the FBI is rathe i? adept in scattering chaff and fostering disinformation, in this 
area with considerable success. The complications, however, limited what I was able to 
do to serve history and the potentiao interests of others. Until Amy returns,
